I. JURISDICTION AND STIPULATIONS
On , the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality ("the

Commission” or "TCEQ") considered this agreement of the parties, resolving an enforcement
action regarding Gardner Glass Products, Inc. ("Respondent”) under the authority of TEX.
HEALTH & SAFETY CODE ch. 382 and TEX. WATER CODE ch. 7. The Executive Director of the
TCEQ, through the Enforcement Division, and the Respondent together stipulate that:

1.

The Respondent owns and operates a mirror manufacturing plant located at 7553
Highway 75 South in Huntsville, Walker County, Texas (the "Plant").

The Plant consists of one or more sources as defined in TEX. HEALTH & SAFETY CODE
§382.003(12).

The Executive Director and the Respondent agree that the Commission has jurisdiction
to enter this Agreed Order, and that the Respondent is subject to the Commission's
jurisdiction.

The Respondent received notice of the violations alleged in Section I ("Allegations") on
or about August 27, 2014.

The occurrence of any violation is in dispute and the entry of this Agreed Order shall not
constitute an admission by the Respondent of any violation alleged in Section II
("Allegations"), nor of any statute or rule.

An administrative penalty in the amount of Ten Thousand Nine Hundred Thirteen
Dollars ($10,913) is assessed by the Commission in settlement of the violations alleged in
Section II ("Allegations™). The Respondent has paid Eight Thousand Seven Hundred

Thirty-One Dollars ($8,731) of the administrative penalty and Two Thousand One
Hundred Eighty-Two Dollars ($2,182) is deferred contingent upon the Respondent’s
timely and satisfactory compliance with all the terms of this Agreed Order. The deferred
amount will be waived upon full compliance with the terms of this Agreed Order. If the
Respondent fails to timely and satisfactorily comply with all requirements of this Agreed
Order, the Executive Director may require the Respondent to pay all or part of the
deferred penalty.

Any notice and procedures, which might otherwise be authorized or required in this
action, are waived in the interest of a more timely resolution of the matter.

The Executive Director and the Respondent agree on a settlement of the matters alleged
in this enforcement action, subject to final approval in accordance with 30 TEX. ADMIN.
CODE § 70.10(a).

The Executive Director recognizes that on March 25, 2014, the Respondent submitted
the Permit Compliance Certification (“PCC”) for the January 1, 2013 through December
31, 2013 certification period and deviation reports for the January 1, 2013 through June
30, 2013 and the July 1, 2013 through December 31, 2013 reporting periods.

The Executive Director may, without further notice or hearing, refer this matter to the
Office of the Attorney General of the State of Texas ("OAG") for further enforcement
proceedings if the Executive Director determines that the Respondent has not complied
with one or more of the terms or conditions in this Agreed Order.

This Agreed Order shall terminate five years from its effective date or upon compliance
with all the terms and conditions set forth in this Agreed Order, whichever is later.

The provisions of this Agreed Order are deemed severable and, if a court of competent
jurisdiction or other appropriate authority deems any provision of this Agreed Order
unenforceable, the remaining provisions shall be valid and enforceable.

II. ALLEGATIONS
As owner and operator of the Plant, the Respondent is alleged to have:

Failed to submit a PCC no later than 30 days after the end of the certification period, in
violation of 30 TEX.

Specifically, the PCC for the January 1, 2013 through December 31, 2013
certification period was due by January 30, 2014, but was not submitted until March 25,
2014.

Failed to submit a deviation report no later than 30 days after the end of the reporting
period, in violation of 30 TEX. ADMIN. CODE §§122.143(4) and 122.145(2)(c), TEX.
HEALTH & SAFETY CODE § 382.085(b), and FOP No. 03448, GTC, as documented during
a record review conducted on July 17, 2014.

The provisions of this Agreed Order shall apply to and be binding upon the Respondent.
The Respondent is ordered to give notice of the Agreed Order to personnel who maintain
day-to-day control over the Plant operations referenced in this Agreed Order.

This Agreed Order, issued by the Commission, shall not be admissible against the
Respondent in a civil proceeding, unless the proceeding is brought by the OAG to: (1)
enforce the terms of this Agreed Order; or (2) pursue violations of a statute within the
Commission’s jurisdiction, or of a rule adopted or an order or permit issued by the
Commission under such a statute.
